CAIRO (UPI). — President Anwar 
Sadat said yesterday that he was 
prepared to attend a summit con-

Carter and Premier Meuahem 
Begin to break the deadtock in the 
autonomy neorottatlon*.

Sadat,, who spoke to reporters 
after a meeting with a visiting 
parliamentary delegation from 
Zaire, also said Egypt was going 
ahead with a' plan 'tor normalizing 
relations with Israel "in order to 
prove our good faith." ' 

Sadat said the normalization, due 
to start on January 26, should not 
have taken place until after Israel 
completes Its total withdrawal from 
Sinai In about two years. 

But Egypt had agreed to the pre- 
sent programme, culminating In an 
exchange of ambassadors on 
February 26. to prove its goodwill, 
Sadat said. 

Asked about the deadlock in the 
autonomy negotiation*. Sadat said 
he was working to end the Israel! 
occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, “but cannot apeak in 
the name of the Palestinians.” 

At the heart of the deadlock are 
conflicting Egyptian and Israeli in- 
terpretations of the Camp David 
peace framework which laid down 
guidelines for a five-year Palesti- 
nian self-rule scheme. 

Sticking to the Egyptian inter- 
pretation. Sadat said: "In Camp 
David, we reached (agreement to) 
end the occupation In five years, 
following which the Pales t i n ia n* 
should be allowed to determine 
their destiny. 

“We are working to end the 
Israeli occupation, hut we cannot 
Speak In the name of the 
Palestinians," Sadat said.

■ Some 10.000 Egyptian Moslem 
fundamentalists on Friday staged 
an anti-Soviet demonstration In 
Cairo during which speakers also 
denounced Israel.

J iuiTay L" iiib 
atheist Soviets in Afghanistan and 
the Jews of Israel who hold. 
Jerusalem, our holy city," said 
Sheikh Saleh Abu Ismail, a leading 
fundamentalist preacher whose 
Nile-side mosque In Cairo is a 
gathering point for university 
students. 

Ahmed Omar, a student leader 
from the University of Cairo, said 
that Egypt's "three enemies are 
communism, world Zionism and 
Western-style corruption led by the 
U.S." 

Moslem fundamentalist 
demonstrations broke out in more 
than one section In Cairo during the 
main Friday noon prayers. The 
largest took place inside the AJ- 
Azhar mosque at the 1,000-year-old 
Azhar University, which Is con- 
sidered the centre of Islamic lear- 
ning in the Middle East. 

It was the first time Egyptian 
Moslem extremists staged 
demonstrations since the Moslem 
Brotherhood was suppressed in the 
mid-1950s by the late President 
Carnal Abdul-Naaser. 

Demonstrators at Al- Azhar focused 
their wrath on Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev whom they described as 
"enemy of God." They warned that 
“Moslems are coming" to turn 
Afghanistan into a grave for the 
Soviets. 

A leading speaker seized the op- 


portunity to declare that Egypt's 
recognition of Israel to a sin in 
Islam, and a resolution to that 
effect was adopted at the end of the 
rally. 

Another resolution called on all 
Moslem states to oppose the "U.S.- 
manouevred Egyptlan-Iaraell 
peace pact" and urged members of 
i*.; f m^.«galfon to "boycott all 
Israeli newspapers" which have 
been sold in Cairo's open market 
since last Tuesday. The resolution 
also called for the boycott of Israeli 
products and “Israelis 
them selves, " especially following 
the normalization of relations 
between the two countries, which Is 
scheduled for next Saturday. 

As speakers voiced their 
demands, crowds of mostly 
youngsters chanted "Islamic rule" 
for Egypt. 

The revival of Islamic fundamen- 
talism In Egypt coincided with the 
open-door policy introduced by 
President Anwar Sadat’s regime to 
shift from socialism to a mixed 
economy. 

The westward turn In 1974 drew 
criticism from conservative 
Moslems who said the new policy 
Increased the disparity between 
rich and poor and exposed the 
Moslem faithful to the temptation 
of Western fashions and entertain- 
ment. 

In recent months, the govern- 
ment has cracked down on both lef- 
tists and extremist Islamic groups. 
Seventy members of an Islamic 
group calling itself "Al-Jlhad" (ho- 
ly war) were arrested for anti- 
government subversion, Including 
one implicated Ira the bombing of 
two Christian churches in Alexan- 
dria earlier this month. 


Tito’s diseased left leg 
likely to be amputated 

BELGRADE (UPI). — Yugosla- 
vian President Joslp Bros Tito's 
diseased left leg has deteriorated to 
the point where a new operation — 
widely believed to be amputation — 
to required, an official medical 
bulletin said yesterday - 

The bulletin did not aay when the 
operation would take place or give 
any further details. But if surgeons 
secretly operated later yesterday 
that would be the second operation 
in a week for the 87-year-old 
Yugoslav leader. 

A Western diplomatic source 
pointed out that the first announce- 
ment that Tito needed an operation 
was made Just before the surgery 
Itself — "the surgeons were already 
scrubbing," he said — and that 
following the same procedure, the 
second operation would probably 
take place very shortly. 

Tito underwent unsuccessful by- 
pass surgery last weekend for a cir- 
culatory block in his leg. After sur- 
gery failed, the leg deteriorated 
steadily during the week. 

An American-trained Indepen- 
dent medical source said that In 
cases such as Tito's apparent condi- 
tion "It was only a matter of time” 
before gangrene — the drying up of 
tissue which died because of the 
lack of circulation — set In. 

Meanwhile, although most 
responsible sources consider a 
Soviet Intervention in post-Tito 
Yugoslavia unlikely, the nation has 
Indirectly warned Moscow to keep 
hRnds off - Just in case. 

With a blast levelled at Soviet ally 
Bulgarin — a neighbouring country 
whose relations with Yugoslavia 
have often been tense — and official 
declarations of Yugoslavia's deter- 
minalion to defend and maintain its 
Independence, the nation appeared 
to warn the Soviets that any

attempt at Intervention — however 
unlikely — would meet strong op- 
position. 

"The crisis lit Afghanistan has 
worried ana alarmed the 
Yugoslavs, especially because it 
marked the first time the Soviets 
had militarily gone into a country 
which — as la Yugoslavia — was not 
a member of the Soviet bloc but a 
longtime member of the non- 
aligned movement, " one Western 
diplomat said. 

Rut, a Yugoslav government 
source said, "Yugoslavia is not 
Afghanistan — it Is Europe and the 
stockpile of weapons and strategic 
balnncc to much different.." 

On Friday. Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev sent a telegram 
wishing Tito an "oarty and com- 
plete recovery." 

Last week a Tass commentary 
denied any "Soviet threat" to 
Yugoslavia. 


Iran rejects U.S. offer 
to stand up to Russians 


TEHERAN. — Abolhassan Ban! 
Sadr, the Iranian Revolutionary 
Council member who last week 
warned of a potential Soviet threat 
to Iran, yesterday rejected outright 
any offer of an alliance with the 
U.S. to counter it. 

Banl Sadr, front-runner in next 
Friday's election for the presiden- 
cy, told a reporter, "My definition 
of independence 1s to be Indepen- 
dent of both superpowers at the 
same time. 

"If we Join one against the other. 
U would weaken our front against 
those superpowers and their policy 
of domination. We need a united 
front of all oppressed peoples 
against the superpowers." 

Banl Sadr was commenting on a 
statement on Friday by U.S. State 
Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter In which he suggested a 
coordinated Amerlcan-Iranlan 
response to the Soviet intervention 
In Afghanistan. 

Spokesman Carter urged Iran to 
release the American hostages held 
at the U.S. embassy here and add- 
ed, “Our commitment to their 
(Iran's) territorial integrity stands 
despite the violation of Inter- 
national law represented by their 
continued holding of our people." 

Meanwhile, Western diplomatic 
sources in Afghanistan said yester- 
day that Iran has moved rein- 
forcements to Its border with 
Afghanistan in response to the 
deployment of two Soviet divisions 
near the frontier. 

"The Iranians must have gotten a 
case of nerves because they're on 
alert over there," one source said. 

"All we know is that they've mov- 
ed troops with armour toward 
Herat (Afghanistan)." he sold. "It 
could be the Revolutionary Guard 
or It could be the army or a com- 
bination of the two." 

Western diplomats In the Afghan, 
capita) last week reported that the 
Soviet Union’s 66th Motorized Rifle 


Division and a second unidentified 
division had moved toward the Ira- 
nian border. As many as 20,000 
troops are Involved. 

The report yesterday of Iranian 
reinforcements was the first sign 
that Iran had responded militarily 
to the presence of an estimated 85,- 
000 Soviet troops in neighbouring 
Afghanistan. 

In an Interview published yester- 
day in Paris, Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadegh Ghotbzadeh said 
Iran planned to do everything possi- 
ble to force the Soviet Union to 

withdraw from Afghanistan. 

Referring to the 50 American 
hostages held at the U.S. embassy 
In Teheran since November 4, 
Ghotbzadeh told the Paris daily 
"Figaro" that the first move to up 
to the U.S. 

"They turn the shah over to us. 
we return the hostages,” he said. 

In New York, the wife of an 
American press attache being heki 
hostage released a series of letters 
he wrote her outlining what she 
termed improving conditions 
among the hostages. 

At a news conference on Friday, 
Barbara Rosen. 31, of New York Ci- 
ty, characterized the letters as 
positive in tone. 

"He doesn't sound os if he was 
forced to write anything,” she said. 

In another development. 
Ayatollah Ruhoilah Khomeini 
yesterday barred opponents of 
Iran's new Islamic constitution 
from standing In next Friday’s 
presidential elections. 

The decision effectively rules out 
the candidacy of Maasoud Rajavl, 
nominee of the radical Mujahedin 
guerrilla group which played a 
major role In the revolution last 
February. Rajavl, as a supporter of 
regional autonomy, had recently 
been endorsed by Iran's Kurdish 
and Turkoman minorities. (Reuter. 
UPI. AP) 


Israel, Egypt will be linked 
by phone, post next Sunday

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Telecommunications and postal 
services between Israel and Egypt 
will begin operating one week from 
today, a Communications Ministry 
spokesman announced last night. 

An agreement to this effect was 
reached when Communications 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i visited 
Cairo last week. Gideon Lev, 
director-genera! of the ministry, 
put the finishing touches to the 
agreement in Cairo on Friday. 

The postal links will cover all the 
services currently operating in 
Israel, Including air and sea mail, 
"express" letters and packages up 
to 15 kilos. There will be both 
regular and urgent telegram 
facilities but no "night-letters” as 
Egypt lacks such a service. 


Airmail letters to Egypt win cost 
the same as those to mos’ European 
countries, the spokesman said. 
From next Sunday, Israelis will 
also be able to telephone Egypt on 
two available lines through the in- 
ternational operator at "18." Egypt 
has no direct dialling system with 
any country, explained the 
spokesman. But the Introduction of 
direct dialling with Israel will be 
speeded up If the Egyptians agree 
to purchase the Sinai com- 
munications network offered to 
them by Lev on Friday. 

Telephone, telegraph and telex 
services will be operative 24 hours a 
day, the spokesman said. 

On Wednesday both countries will 
Inform the Universal Postal Union 
and the International Telecom- 
munications Union of the new ser- 
vices. 


2 Soviet experts assassinated in Syria

The official Syrian news agency, 
SANA, yesterday disclosed that two 
Soviet military experts serving in 
Syria were assassinated in on am- 
bush In the central town of Hama 
last Tuesday. 

The agency said that a third Rus- 
sian, an engineer, was wounded in 
an assassination attempt the 
following day in the northern town 
of Aleppo. The attack in Aleppo 
coincided with a bomb attack at the 
Damascus offices of the Soviet air- 
line. Aeroflot, causing material 
damages but no casualties. 

The assassinated Soviet experts 
had been engaged In training the 
Syrian armed forces. .It Identified 
them as Col. Pares! Soslel and Col. 
Yudrezinko Victor. 

The agency said that the attack 
on the Soviet personnel was 
engineered by the Moslem 
Brotherhood movement which has 
been waging a sabotage campaign 
against the regime of President 
Hafez Assad for some time. 


Later reports said that the Soviet 
embassy in Damascus and other 
Soviet institutions in Syrian cities 
have been placed under heavy 
guard by Syrian security forces. 

Western estimates put the total 
number of Soviet advisers with 
Syria's armed forces at about 2,000. 
Some 500 other Soviet technicians 
are believed to be working in 
various Soviet-financed Syrian 
development projects. 


Sino-Soviet 
talks broken 
over invasion 


PEKING. — China yesterday 
broke off talks on improving 
relations with the Soviet Union 
and made a number of strong 
statements against the Russian 
invasion of Afghanistan. At the 
same time, unconfirmed 
reports from India, a 
traditional foe of the Chinese in 
the area, spoke of growing 
Chinese military Involvement 
in the conflict, including aid to 
Pakistan and a presence In 
Afghanistan. 

“Under the circumstances, it 
goes without saying that it to Inap- 
propriate to hold the Slno-Soviet 
talks." a Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. But he did not rule 
out resumption of the negotiations, 
whose first round was held la 
Moscow from late September until 
early December. 

"The invasion of the Soviet Union 
into Afghanistan threatens world 
peace and China's security," the 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said. 
"It creates new obstacles for nor- 
malizing relations between the two 
countries." 

In a related development, 
Chinese Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua met for three hours In 
Islamabad with the foreign affairs 
adviser to Pakistan President Gen. 
Mohammad Zia ul-Haq. 


Pakistan, a long-time ally of 
China, borders Afghanistan, and 
militant Moslem rebels opposed to 
the Marxist government In Kabul 
operate from the Pakistani side of 
the frontier. 

Huang arrived in Islamabad on 
Friday and government sources 
said he met with foreign affairs ad- 
viser Agha Shahi to discuss "the 
latest developments in the region." 

Informed sources said Hua'rtg 
was expected to tell the Pakistanis 
that China would send more light 
weapons and artillery but up-to- 
date warplanes and tanks could be 
purchased only from the West. 

China would also explain that 
Pakistan could not expect Chinese 
troops to come to its defence If the 
Soviet Union moved against the 
frontier, the sources added. 

China to Pakistan’s closest ally 
and chief source of arms. 

Huang was scheduled to meet 23a 
this evening following his visit to an 
Afghan refugee camp at Aza Khel. 
about 100 kms east of Pakistan's 
border with Afghanistan. Some 
438,000 Afghans have crossed the 
border in the past IS months. 

Meanwhile, a leading Pakistani 
religious leader has announced the 
formation of a "Jihad" — holy war 
— In aid of Afghan guerrillas 
fighting the Soviet-backed regime

Kremlin plans no action 
against U.S. measures 


MOSCOW. — Soviet sources said 
yesterday that the Kremlin does not 
plan to retaliate against the U.S. 
grain embargo and trade sanctions, 
and expects calls for a boycott of 
the Moscow Olympics to subside 
before the games this summer. 

But at the same time, Kremlin 
leaders Indicated that they expect 
the U.S.'s new "Carter doctrine" 
will mean a revived of militarism 
and an American attempt to 
dominate the rest of the world. 

An authoritative dispatch In the 
Communist Party daily "Pravda." 
also gave new details of the Soviet 
version of events in Afghanistan. 

The Soviets charged the U.S., 
China and other countries have 
financed, trained and armed "tens 
of thousands of mercenaries" In an 
attempt to take over Afghanistan 
and establish military bases there 
to replace those lost in Iran follow- 
ing the revolt against the shah. 

Western analysts said a lack of 
Soviet retaliation .to the Carter ad- 
ministration's anti-Soviet sanctions 
would not be surprising, chiefly 
because the USSR lacks the 
economic clout to make any East- 
to-West trade embargoes painful to 
the U.S. 

Even on matters such as cultural 
exchanges, the sources sold, the 
Soviets Intend to continue par- 
ticipating in existing agreements 
with the U.S. "then wait for the 
Americans to cancel the visits."

In New York, members of the 


International Longshoremen's 
Association Friday continued their 
boycott against Soviet ships despite 
a request by U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter that the union end its 
protest. 

The U.S. owes the Soviets part of 
an elght-miUlon-ton grain sale that 
was not covered by Carter's call for 
an embargo on trade with the 
Soviet Union. A spokesman for the 
Department of Agriculture said 
about three million tons of that 
grain is yet to be shipped. 

Also on Friday Pan American 
Airways workers delayed for six 
hours unloading of an Aeroflot 
Jetliner that landed at Kennedy Air- 
port with Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin on board. 

The workers, members of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, had declared a boycott 
of Aeroflot last Sunday to protest 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
called the incident "a gross anti- 
Soviet provocation." 

Internationally, the U.S. cam- 
paign to win support for its moves 
against the Soviet Union suffered a 
setback, as Turkish Foreign 
Minister H&yrettin Erkman said 
his country's trade with its 
northern neighbour would continue 
as before. 

In Latin America, both Argentina 
and Brazil have refused to promise 
that they will not sell additional 
grain to the USSR following the 
U.S. boycott call. An American 
diplomat In Buenos Aires called the 
refusal a "slap in the face." (UPI. 
Reuter) 


U.S. demands 
action on 
detained man 

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
State Department on Friday called 
on Israel to either release a 
Palestinian-born American citizen 
currently held by the military 
authorities In the West Bank or 
press charges against him. 

Issa Suleiman Hanna, 35. was 
detained on December 24 while on a 
visit to hto family in Ramall&h on 
suspicion of having contacts with 
the PLO. Hanna, now living in 
Rome, acquired U.S. citizenship 
five years ago and is a represen- 
tative of a U.S. pharmaceutical 
company. 

The State Department sold that 
an Israeli military court extended 
Hanna's pre-trial detention for 30 
days and that as yet he has not been 
charged or permitted to see a 
lawyer. 

In Israel, a spokesman for the 
Wont Bank military government 
said last night that Hanna's deten- 
tion had been extended by a further 
30 days by a judge who had 
accepted that there are sufficient 
grounds to justify hto continued 
detention. According to military 
law in force in the administered 
territories, people held on suspicion 
of security offences can be detained 
for an initial 18-day period which 
can bo extended by a military Judge 
for two further periods of 30 days 
each. 


Gold soars to $823 

HONGKONG (AP). — The price of 
gold climbed to 1828 an ounce here 
yesterday after soaring more than 
8100 on European markets in the 
biggest single-day leap in the 
history of bullion trading. 

A troy ounce of gold for London 
delivery sold for 8823.81 at the end 
of Hongkong's half-day trading ses- 
sion yesterday, up 813.62 from 
Friday’s close- It had opened at 
3798.62 an ounce. (Story — page S)

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Central bank hails import slowdown 

Real economic test due 
in April, experts say

The government's major 
economic challenge la coming In 
April according to Jerusalem 
economists predicting relatively 
low rises In the consumer index in 
the months until then. In April, a 
Ooat-of-Living wage hike, higher 
taxes, and higher licence fees will 
all combine for a serious rise in the 
consumer index, according to the 
economists. 

Meanwhile, they are predicting a 
relatively low 6 per cent rise in the 
January index, with a rise of 5 per 
cent forecast for the months of 
February and March. The con- 
sumer price index rose 8.1 per cent 
in December. 


The Bank of Israel has described 
as “good news" a 380 m. drop in im- 
ports (not counting aircraft and 
fuel) during December, after the 
continuing rise of imports was 
braked in November. Deputy- 
governor Eliezer Sheffer said the 
drastic 10 to is per cent drop in Im- 
ports was the result of industrial 
credit cutbacks implemented 
within the framework of the bank's 
monetary policy. He also credited 
the psychological climate created 
by Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz's declarations that the govern- 
ment would not allow real wages to 
rise. 

Sheffer said he sees a turning 


point in the economy marked by the 
slowdown In the rise of the con- 
sumer index. Bank Leumi’s recent 
5 per cent cut in Interest rates, and 
the import slowdown. The central 
bank and the Treasury are already 
gearing up for the end of the credit 
freeze, which is scheduled for one 
month from today, February 20. 

Sheffer warned that anybody ex- 
pecting that the end of the 
government-declared credit freeze 
will mean a monetary expansionist 
policy by the bank ta due to be dis- 
appointed. Sheffer indicated the 
credit policy will be expanded, but 
not In real terms. 

A review of the decline in imports 
shows that consumer goods, such as 
televisions and automobiles, as well 
as industrial supplies, have been 
affected by the import slowd ow n. 
Sheffer said that while there's an 
atmosphere of a slowdown in the 
economy, statistical proof is still 
lacking with no clear-cut sign of un- 
employment yet recorded. 

Blaming the price of oil for rising 
import costs, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics on Friday published 
statistics showing that during the 
third quarter of 1979 there was a 10 
per cent rise in the cost of Imports 
to Israel, above and beyond the 
costs of Israeli exports during the 
same period. Thus the national 
deficit grew once again, requiring 
more exports In order to balance 
the rising price of Imports. 


Back-to-work orders served by Moda’i 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Communications Minister 
Yitzhak Afoda'i on Friday served 20 
back-to-work orders to ministry 
engineering services workers in Tel 
Aviv, following delays in the com- 
pletion and activation of the new 
Bat Yam telephone exchange. 

A ministry spokesman last night 
said that the workers subsequently 
returned to work and completed the 
installation and activation of the ex- 
change's equipment, and that the 
exchange is now fully functioning. 

The Tel Aviv workers are engag- 
ed in a labour dispute with the 


• ministry over the hiring of a 
private firm to install and operate 
the new exchange in Hersliya, 
scheduled to open in July 1980. 

The workers maintain that the 
private firm, AEL of B'nei B'rak, 
has usurped their function and that 
this marks the start of a ministry 
policy to eliminate the engineering 
services. 

The ministry maintains that the 
contract was given to AEL after the 
engineering services proved “very 
slow” in setting up new exchanges 
in the past and after the workers' 
consent was obtained. 


Dead Gazan had security chiefs gun 

MARGALIOT. — A Gaza Strip real-' 


dent, believed to have been a 
terrorist, was killed near this Up- 
per Galilee moshav early Friday 
morning by an IDF patrol 
which disco veredhe was carrying a 
pistol belonging to murdered 
Metulla security coordinator Yosef 
RosenfeJd. 

Police have been searching for 
Rosenfeld’a murderer since his 
body was found in a ditch near the 
road from Metulla to Kibbutz Kfar 
Giladi in November. 

Friday’s incident occurred at the 
border, not far froin here, when the 
Gaza man stepped on a land mine 


and was wounded while attempting 
to cross the border from Israel into 
Lebanon. 

When an IDF patrol approached 
him, he opened fire on them, and 
was killed by the return fire. 

In addition to the pistol, ap- 
proximately IL30.000 and 100 Jor- 
dan dinars were found on his body. 
The man’s identity was not releas- 
ed. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that, as a result of the pistol’s dis- 
covery, investigators now believe 
that Rosenfeld was murdered by 
terrorists whom he apparently 
stopped not far from Metulla.

concern, however, just a few days 
before the IDF withdrawal to the 
El-Arish-Ras Muhammad line. “In 
the autonomy talks, the Egyptians 
were always keen to postpone the 
substantial issues likely to provoke 
controversy, as late as possible, 
hoping they would only come up 
close to, or even after, the the 
withdrawal. They always made 
sure to devote more time than was 
logically necessary to ideological 
debates on issues which will 
become relevant only three or even 
five years from now, as the five 
years- of autonomy come to an 
end," he said. 


Nissim warned that the true test 
of American intentions would now 
be made. “If the U.S. give one-sided 
support in the negotiations to 
Egypt, unlike its attitude at Camp 
David, this will be counter- 
productive." 

“Such American bias could easily 
lead to the autonomy talks not en- 
ding by the May 26 deadline," 
Nissim warned. "Even worse, they 
could prevent the talks being com- 
pleted altogether. 

“The U.S. must realize where our 
red line la. It must realize that 
Israel cannot accept Egyptian 
demands for legislative and 
judicial powers which diverge from 
Camp David.” 

Nissim was sure that the Egyp- 
tian delegation decided to show a 


| non-compromising attitude last 
‘we ek i n orde r to mobilize American 
pressure against Israel” 

“But the result of American 
attempts at pressure will merely be 
deadlock,” Nissim predicted. 

Meanwhile, details of the Israeli 
autonomy model, which leaked out 
over the weekend, showed it to be a 
highly detailed plan on transfer of 
powers which would leave the 
military government very little to 
do In the areas, on the surface of 
things, though it, or some other 
Israeli authority, would keep con- 
trol of state lands, water resources, 
and fuel and power. 

Some observers In Jerusalem 
hold that Israel lost an important 
round in its International informa- 
tion campaign by failing to publish 
the autonomy model in detail in ad- 
vance. thus failing to convince 
world opinion that Its proposed 
transfer of powers en masse would 
make the West Bankers and Gazans 
much better off than under former 
Jordanian and Egyptian rule 
respectively. 

However, the head of Begln's 
bureau, Yehiel Kadlshai, rejected 
this complaint, saying: “If we 
would have publicized the model 
before presenting It to Egypt, it 
would have soured the atmosphere 
from the start, last week. As it turn- 
ed out, the Egyptians remained 
friendly throughout the session, 
despite their adamant rejection of 
the model."

in Kabul. 

‘ Maul ana. Mufti Mahmud, former 
president of the banned Pakistan 
National Alliance Party, demanded 
in a speech made at a Lahore Mos- 
que on Friday that Pakistan 
withdraw Its ambassadors from 
Moscow and Kabul, close roads 
leading to landlocked Afghanistan, 
send troops to the border and give 
all-out support to the Afghan “mu- 
jahideen “ — Moslem “holy war 
crusaders.” 

There has been no official reac- 
tion from Zia'a martial law regime, 
which says it has given only 
humanitarian aid to the Afghan In- 
surgents. 

But the Foreign Ministry did 
Issue a formal denial of Indian 
reports that Pakistani troops, in- 
cluding armoured units had been 
rushed to the Afghan border since 
the Soviet-backed coup on 
Doccmber 27. 

Travellers returning to 
Islamabad yesterday from the 
Afghanistan! frontier said they 
saw no signs of troop movements. 

The Indian account of a Pakistani 
buildup and the Chinese arms flow 
came as Afghan Moslem rebels 
were reported fleeing toward the 
frontier and sanctuary one step 
ahead of pursing Soviet helicopter 
guns hips and tanks. 

The official Soviet news agency 
Taas sold in a dispatch from Kabul 
that there was “information” that 
insurgents in Badakhsh&n province 
in northeastern Afghanistan were 
carrying on their operations "with 
the direct participation of Chinese 
advisers." Badakhshon is near the 
Chinese and Soviet borders. 

United News of India had 
reported on Friday that some 900 
Chinese had “Infiltrated** the 


region. Neither report could be in- 
dependently verified. 

Zla. fearful the Soviets will strike 
at Afghan encampments in 
Pakistan, has appealed for defen- 
sive aid from China and the U.S. He 
told reporters that Pakistan had no 
intention of intervening in 
Afghanistan on behalf of the rebels, 
but needs warplanes, surface-to-air 
missiles and anti-tank weapons to 
defend Itself. 

Zla dismissed a reported U.S. 
offer of 5 4 00m. in military and 
economic aid as “peanuts." a 
characterization rejected by the 
State Department on Friday. U.S. 
officials said such statements may 
be a negotiating tactic by the 
Islamabad regime. 

Spokesman Hoddlng Carter also 
said that Zla’s suggestions that the 
1959 U.S. -Pakistani military agree- 
ment should be turned Into a per- 
manent treaty of friendship was not 
practical nor responsive to the 
current crisis In Central Asia. 

In Kabul. Afghanistan's govern- 
ment expelled 14 American jour- 
nalists yesterday for allegedly In- 
terfering in the country’s internal 
affairs. Two of the journalists were 
put on a flight to Frankfurt while 
the remaining 12 flew to New Delhi.

Crisis in Sheli as Panthers 
lose bid to enter Knesset

TEL AVIV. — Black Panther 
leader 5a 'ad la Marciano will not 
replace MK Melr Fa'il In the 
Knesset, the Sheli convention decid- 
ed yesterday. Voting on the rotation 
of the two men was 66 against, with 
56 backing. Marciano. Four 
members abstained. 

An agreement to rotate Shell 
MKs was made just prior to the 1977 
elections when Pa’ll and Arie 
“Lova” Eliav were returned to the 
Knesset. Url Avnery and Marciano 
were third and fourth on. the list. 
Avnery stepped into Elfav'a seat 
when the latter left for the U.S. last 
February. With the present Knesset 
nearly three years old, Marciano 
wanted his turn. 

But yesterday the Moked faction 
in Sheli, the largest of Its four-com- 
ponents, claimed their interpreta- 
tion of the somewhat vague agree- 
ment was quite different from Mar- 
ciano's. and they forced the issue to 
a vote. 


Lebanese to be lenient with hijacker 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Interior 
Minister Bahlj Takieddine says the 
Lebanese government will be 
lenient with the teenage Moslem 
gunman who surrendered after 
briefly hijacking a Middle East 
Airlines passenger plane on Friday 
to dramatize the 17-month-long dis- 
appearance of his spiritual leader. 

Another cabinet member. 
Minister of Public Works Butros 
Harb. said the hijacker's demands 
were reasonable, but ordered an in- 
vestigation into security! conditions 
at' Beirut Airport. 


The Cyprus-bound Boeing 720 was 
hijacked shortly after take-off from 
Beirut Airport by 19-year-old Fuad 
Hamade, who at first demanded to 
be flown to Teheran but was later 
persuaded to return to Beirut for 
refuelling. 

Airline and police sources said 
Hamade, a Moslem 8 hi a, demand- 
ed an official inquiry into the dis- 
appearance of his religious com- 
munity leader, Imam Mussa Sadr. 
He also demanded that Lebanese 
army regular troops be dispatched 
to the country's frontier with Israel. 


££ Terrorists fire on UN helicopter

METULLA. — Terrorists directed 
anti-aircraft fire on Friday against 
a UN helicopter checking the elec- 
tric power lines owned by the 
Lebanese- government, it was 
■reported yesterday. 

The helicopter was fired on when 
it reached the area northeast of the 
Beaufort castle. The helicopter was 
not hit, but the Italian crew made a 
forced landing in PLO-c on trolled 
territory west of the Litani River. 
Later the helicopter returned 
directly to the UN headquarters at 


Nark ura. 

It is not known whether the UN 
has made a complaint to the PLQ. 

Also on Friday, a multi-party 
delegation from the Dutch parlia- 
ment visited .Christian militia 
leader Major Sa'ad Haddad In his 
military headquarters in Mar- 
jay oun. 

The six-man delegation previous- 
ly visited Syria and Jordan and also 
met with PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
in Lebanon. After the meeting with 
Haddad, the delegation crossed 
from Lebanon into Israel via the 
Good Fence. 


Six police hurt as soccer fans riot 


HADERA (Itlm). — Fans rioted 
yesterday in Umm el Fahm when 
the referee disqualified an equaliz- 
ing goal kicked by the home side in 
a League A match between the 
Arab team and Ra’anana Hapoel. 
Six policemen and three players 
were injured and five vehicles were 
damaged. 

Some 5,000 local fans immediate- 
ly sprang to the defence of the 
Umm el Fahm player whose goal 
was disqualified, swarming on to 
the field and attacking both the 


referee and the Ra’anana men. 

Six policemen at the site fired 
shots In the air as they rushed to the 
aid of the referee and the players, 
escorting them into the changing 
rooms. Three police were' hurt in 
the m616e. 

An extra police force summoned 
to the village met with a barrage of 
stones and a hastily erected stone 
barrier. Forcing their way through, 
they used tear gas and more shots 
in the air, and In the ensuing scuffle 
another three police were injured.

It 
owes. The hospital’s board of direc- 
tors was meeting last night to dis- 
cuss what alternatives face the 
organization, which Is massively in 
debt. 

Hospital Director Prof. David 
Maelr said . that a meeting held 
between hospital officials and 
Health Ministry representatives on 
Thursday to hammer out a formula 
for saving the hospital was "moat 
unsatisfactory." The hospital has 
been promised financial support by 
the Finance Ministry if it- can 
guarantee that It will be able to sup- 
port itself from April l. 

. The hospital's viability depends 
on Health Ministry approval for 432 
beds. But the ministry will only 
agree to 295 beds because of the 
general surplus of hospital beds in 
Jerusalem. 

Among the most Immediate alter- 
natives open to the new$5im. com- 
plex on the slopes of Mount Herzl la 
to temporarily close down wards 
and services. 

If power is shut off this morning, 
the hospital may use its emergency 
generators which normally have 
enough fuel to run up to 12 hours. 
The Electric Corporation general 
manager Ariel Ami ad cabled the 


hospital on Thursday, warning that; 
they were overdue on their bill for- 
November and December and that* 
within a week this would increase - 
by another ILlm. as January’s blllj 
became due. A week ago the cor- 
poration shut off supply to. the. 
hospital's old bunding on Rehov 
Jaffa. * 

Health Ministry officials propos

Dow-Jones continues rise 


NEW YORK CAP). — The 
Jones average of 80 industrials 
gained 8.82 to 867. is last week, on 
top of a 29.89-paint jump the week 
before. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index rose .81 to 88.94, 
snd the American Stock Exchange 
market value Index climbed 8.70 to 
a record 364.40. 

Big Board volume reached a 
record daily average of 84.80 
minion shares, topping the mark of 
54.42 million set the week before. 

AMEX volume set a record too, 
surpassing even before Friday’s 
session began the previous weekly 
peek of 46.6 million shares that 
dated back almost 12 years.

Oo-L figures spark wild

TEL AVIV. — Last week's an- 
nouncement that the cost of living 
Index had risen only 8.1 per cent, 
totally out of line with predictions, 
set the stage for one of the most 
frenzied sessions in the history of 
tbe Tel Aviv Stock Exchange.

order*. These were automatically 
marked as “buyers only" and their 
price was raised by 6 per cent. 
Another 67- Issues traded without 
any price limitation snd showed 
gates of up to 10 per cent. 

Some naaom worth of shares 
changed hands in spite of the 
limited trading activity. During tbe 
course of the day many Individuals 
gave orders to sell foreign currency 
tor Israel pounds in order to buy 
stock. 

In the wake of what was con- 
sidered on the bond market a disap- 
pointingly low, index figure, the 


Index-linked bond market came un- 
der severe selling pressures last 
Thursday. Price decreases of 8 to 4 
per cent were the order of the day. 
While It is expected that Index- 
linked bonds may continue to fall 
for another session or two, support 
Is expected to come from tbe com- 
mercial . banks, who buy these 
bonds .as- part of the savings 
schemes programmes. It is also 
likely that the Bank of Israel will in- 
tervene in support of tbe bonds. 

As Index-linked bonds were fall- 
ing tbe share market continued in 
high gear. No fewer than 61 issues 
were marked “buyers only” and 
another 78 Issues rose by anywhere 
from 5 to as much as 16 per cent. 
Israel Petrochemicals was “buyers 
only" on Wednesday and the follow- 
ing day rose by 15 per cent to rank 
among the leaden in the two-day 
explosive share market. 

In view of the many issues that 
continued to be “buyers only” there 
is every indication that, when the 
market reopens today, there will be 
still more significant gains.

■ The Poultry Marketing Board is now trying to find export markets for the 
surplus chickens, offering them ata much lower price than the Israfell con- 
sumer is being asked to pay. 

This present situation at tbe cold storage plants has forced farmers to 
keep their chickens a longer time than normal before slaughtering, running 
up expenses and sometimes eating up all their profits on the birds.

World catches gold selling fever 


WASHINGTON. — The 
skyrocketing price of gold snd 
silver has created what may be the 
first unique phenomenon of the 
1980s — & sort of reverse gold rush 
as people from the U.S. to South 
Africa rush not to find gold, but to 
sell It tor previously undreamed of 
amounts. 

The only real losers so far seem 
to be South Africa's Jewellery 
manufacturers. As the South 
African government has joined the 
rush to sell gold, it has cut 
allocations to the craftsmen entire- 
ly. But that hardly disturbs most 
people. 

As the price of gold broke $800 
and an ounce of silver exceeded $48, 
Americans all over the country 
were sifting through their 
valuables, weighing sentimental 
value against the soaring price of 
precious metals. 

They are cashing in old coins, 
gold watches, silverware, 
candlesticks, silver bowls and 
almost anything else that shines. 

Washington jewellery store 
owner Jim Rosenheim paid $800 for 
a small gold box and $100 for a 
gaudy silver plate with 
“Northeastern University" engrav- 
ed on the rim. 

In Cincinnati, Ohio, coin store 


owner Randy Sandler paid $1,800 
tor three silver bowls. 

At the Coin Pocket 8torea in 
Denver, Colorado, salesman Kenny 
Mclntre said a three- tooth gold 
bridge with gold fillings brings $18 
while silver dimes, dated 2984 or 
before, get $2.45. 

Harry Finn, president of a Boston 
gold and silver jewellery business 
called E.B. Horn, said. “The big 
Item la silver flatware." Service for 
12 — at $40 a utensil — goes for $2.- 
000 to $8,000. "That's not Including 
the knives. They have hollow 
handles." 

Even the U.S. government may 
get Into the gold-selling act. 

The chairman of the House of 
Representatives Banking Com- 
mittee suggested on Friday that the 
U.S. mint gold coins to be sold inter- 
nationally to "drastically" reduce 
U.S. trade and budget deficits. 

Representative Henry Reusa urg- 
ed the Carter administration to give 
serious consideration to Issuance of 
one-half -ounce and full-ounce cotes, 
similar to the South African 
Kruggerand. 

In Johannesburg, a set of teeth In 
a mayonnaise jar buried in an old 
municipal garbage dump, now a 
housing site, has made Jimmy Hall 
$2,000 richer. 


Hall was planting shrubbery in 
his back yard on Friday when he 
unearthed a mayonnaise jar filled 
with a dozen assarted molars and 
bicuspids — all gold filled. 

But not an South Africans are 
happy about the rising fortunes of 
their country's lifeblood — gold. 

While government and mining of- 
ficials were busy deciding how to 
spend their money and watching 
the price soar, the Association of 
Manufacturing Jewellers said on 
Friday the rocketing gold price 
threatened the Industry with layoffs 
and shorter work hours. 

Because of the wildly rising price 
the South African mint has been 
forced to suspend all orders destin- 
ed for manufacturing jewellers 
leaving the craftsmen to sit idle. 

The industry gobbles up about 65 
per cent of the world's annual gold 
output of about 1.400 tons per year. 

Despite the bleak days that face 
the craftsmen, most South Africans 
stand to gain from the gold boom. 

Finance Minister Owen Horwood 
has promised that "all must share 
the benefit" of gold. These benefits 
will take the form of promised tax 
cuts. Increased welfare and pension 
payouts to blacks and the elderly 
and expansion in public works and 
services. (AP, UPI. Reuter) 


Work on Ramot 
road by-pass 
uncertain

Q aiming that Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kollek promised that work 
on a by-pass to the Ramot road 
would begin today, religious ex- 
tremists from Mes fibearim- 
off a demonstration scheduled for 
yesterday at the controversial road 
to the Jerusalem neighbourhood. 

But city sources said last night 
that “it is highly unlikely" that 
Kollek — who was unavailable for 
comment — had promised that 
work would begin today. They did, 
however, admit that a short section 
of the by-pass is ready tor construe 
tion, after completion, last week, of 
the technical planning work. This 
section will cost IL5m. 

The total cost of building tbe by- 
pass according to the solution work- 
ed out between Ramot and Kiryat 
Zanz residents after jlent clashes 
late last November, is estimated at 
some IL75m. 

Ramot residents are unwilling to 
take the blame for such expen- 
diture. The people of Kiryat Zanz, 
for their port, fear that delays due 
to bad weather will mean many 
more weeks of sabbath desecration 
on their doorsteps (the road passes 
alongside their neighbourhood). 
They also fear that slow implemen- 
tation of the promised solution will 
bring renewed pressure from Mea 
Shearlm extremists whom sources 
mi both sides believe to have been 
responsible for past violence at tbe 
road. 

A joint committee established by 
both neighbourhood councils has 
been recently looking for an alter- 
native. Ramot residents want to 
save money; and Kiryat Zanz 
wants to save time. Both groups are 
looking over their shoulders at 
Natorel Karta, who undoubtedly 
will resume their threats if 
progress at the site is not to their 
liking. 

Silence, study 
to honour 
rabbi’s memory

revolution. The tradition of main- 
taining allenco on the anniversary 
of the doath of woll-known rabbis is 
still widespread among the Oriental 
communities, especially those of 
North African origin, to which the 
Into Rabbi Masas belonged. A visit 
will also be made to Masas's grave.

— There was an unplea- 
sant surprise in the final reel ttf the 
city's fortnight-long cinema strike 
last night when people flocking to 
the reopened cinemas discovered 
that the price of tickets had been 
raised from IL60 to IL75.

Plant can’t explain ‘lost’ nuclear fuel 


SIOUX CITY. Iowa (AP). — Joan 
Kennedy said on Friday that the 
timing of recent stories questioning 
her husband’s version of what 
happened at Chappaquiddick 10 
years ago is politically motivated. 

“I happen to believe that these 
stories are coming out now because 
of this' crucial time, you know, the 
Iowa caucuses next Monday," she 
told an airport news conference 
here. 

Mrs. Kennedy's remarks came as 
she and her husband, U.S. Senator 
Edward Kennedy, arrived In Iowa 
for a final day of Campaigning 
before the state's precinct caucuses 
tomorrow. 

Later, in'Des Moines, the senator 
was asked about his wife's state- 
ment and replied, "I think there 
have been a number of stories all 
within the final days. I would let 
that apeak for itself." 

Kennedy added that he believes 
"the people of Iowa are fair- 
minded” and would make up their 
minds in the presidential race on 
the basis of a range of issues, in- 
cluding’ President Jimmy Carter's 
handling of foreign policy, the grain 
embargo and the domestic 
economy. 

A poll of lid registered 
Democrats conducted last week by 
a Des Moines television station 


found 88 per cent supporting 
Carter, 18 per cent, backing 
Kennedy, 2 per cent fen- California 
Governor Edmund Brown, and. 42 
per cent undecided. A similar poll 
in October showed Kennedy in the 
lead. by 89 to 19 for Carter. Asked 
about the poll, Kennedy said such 
surveys are very volatile but that 
he believes Carter has a big lead in 
Iowa. 

Iowa farmers, meanwhile, are 
’looking to Washington as for the 
first time since the early 1970s, the 
U.S. government is preparing to 
pay large numbers of formers not 
to grow grain.- A new strategy, now 
on Carter’s desk, would reverse the 
policy the Department of 
Agriculture announced only two 
months ago of telling formers to 


grow all the grain they could: 

The president’-* derision to par* 
dolly embargo grain sales to the 
Soviet Union and an unexpectedly 
abundant harvest have forced the 
sudden turnaround in form, policy. 

The key tactic would be to pay 
farmers not to plant at least 12 
million to 18 million acres of corn 
this spring. Agricultural 
economists figure the government 
would have to pay farmers at least 
580 m. to take that much land out of 
production. . 

No derision has been made on the 
policy, but it wiu recommended to 
Garter last week. He Is expected to 
act bn It before tomorrow’s 
Democratic precinct caucuses in 
Iowa* the leading corn-groWlng 
state.

Pirates raping, killing ’boat people’ 


WASHINGTON (AP). — A South 
Carolina nuclear weapons plant is 
unable to account for enougb 
plutonium to manufacture 18 
nuclear explosive devices, accor- 
ding to a U.S. congressional in- 
vestigative agency. 

The government's security 
arrangements for protecting spent 
nuclear fuel are inadequate, the 
General Accounting Office said in a 
new report Between 1986 and 1978, 
the GAO said, 145.5 kilos of 
plutonium have turned up missing 
at the Savannah River nuclear 
reprocessing plant. 


The Savannah plant Is operated 
by the Du Pont Co. under contract 
to the U.S. government to produce 
fuel for nuclear weapons. 

According to the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, eight kilos 
of plutonium is enough to make one 
nuclear explosive device. 

The Department of Energy 
“assumes” none of the material 
was diverted and blames the shor- 
tage on Imprecise measuring and 
accounting, the GAO said. But the 
GAO investigators said they arc not 
sure of that. 


‘Wings’ to fly away; McCartney still in jail 


TOKYO (AP). — Paul McCartney’s 
rock group “Wings" will probably 
leave Japan within the next few 
days regardless of what happens to 
the former Beetle, Peter Symes, 
McCartney’s agent, said yesterday. 

“It looks like (11 scheduled) con- 
certs have been cancelled, so 
there's little point In hanging 
around," said Symes. He said that 
McCartney's wife, Linda, and their 
four children will stay in Japan un- 
til the case is settled. 

McCartney has been held in jail 
since his arrival last Wednesday 


Italian guerrillas 
bomb police station 

ROME , (UPI) — Urban guerrillas 
bombed a police station on the edge 
of the city early yesterday, causing 
heavy damage and injuring 17 
policemen sleeping inside. 

Police said 14 policemen in the Via 
Nomentana station sustained light 
injuries and three were hospitalized 
with cuts and laceration caused by 
falling plaster and building blocks. 

The time bomb, estimated to con- 
tain about 5 kilos of explosives, 
went off at 2:30 a.m. with a loud 
roar that woke up residents of the 
heavily populated neighbourhood 
and also damaged a nearby petrol 
station. 


Two Koreas’ leaders to 
discuss reunification 

SEOUL (UPI). — South Korea said 
on Friday it was willing to accept 
a North Korean proposal that prime 
ministers of the two nations meet to 
discuss reunification of the divided 
land. 

President Choi Kyu-Hah told a 
nationally televised news con- 
ference the North Korean proposal, 
made in a letter dated January 12, 
was under study and a formal reply 
would be sent to the North In a few 
days. 

But be warned that Pyongyang's 
proposal could be an attempt to dis- 
turb South Korea during the transi- 
tion period following the assassina- 
tion of president Park Chung Hee in 
October. 


WHEAT. — China has bought an 
additional 100,000 metric tons of 
U.S. wheat for delivery by May 31. 
the U.S. Agriculture Department 
said on Friday. This brings its total 
wheat order from the U.S. this year 
to i.4m. metric tons.

At the same time-he restructured 
the country’s judiciary system and 
forbade all ministers to hold more 
than one post at the same time. 
Ministers also were forbidden to 
have any commercial activity 
while In office. 


Gandhi quits one of 
two Parliament seats 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Indian 
Premier Tndira Gandhi yesterday 
resigned her Rae Bareli parliamen- 
tary seat in northern India, one of 
the two she won In the general elec- 
tion earlier this month. 

She decided to retain the other 
seat at Medak in south India which 
she represents in Parliament for 
the first time. 

Under Indian law candidates can 
contest any number of seats but re- 
tain only one if elected from several 
constituencies. 


Mystery fireball seen 
over U.S., Costa Rica 

SAN JOSE. Costa Rica fAP). — A 
mysterious fireball was reported by 
police patrols and taxi drivers over 
Costa Rica early Thursday mor- 
ning. just five hours after a similar 
object was sighted over the 
Midwest in the U.S. 

One member of a police patrol, 
near the capital city of San Jose 
reported: "We saw it come towards 
us. It was very bright and luminous 
and hung over our squad car for 
several seconds while we were im- 
mobile. Then it turned towards the 
west and went away slowly." 


BANGKOK (AP). — Pirates In the 
Gulf of Thailand are raping and 
murdering Vietnamese "boat 
people," taking them to a desert 
Island where at least 100 have been 
killed in the past month. Informed 
sources disclosed last week. 

The sources said one of those 
raped and murdered was a 12-year- 
old girl. 

Officials of the UN High Commis- 
sion for Refugees in Bangkok said 
they were "distressed" and 
"concerned" by the repeated in- 
cidents at Kra Island in Southern 
Thailand where Vietnamese 
refugee* were attacked four times 
since early December. "We are 
pursuing this matter with Thai 
government 1 authorities," a 
UNHCR spokesman said. 

Western sources said the pirates 
sometimes attacked the refugees at 
sea and towed them to the island. It 
was possible in the latest case that 
the refugees had the bod luck to 
land on their own and were then dls- , 
covered and attacked. 

The latest incident occurred .on' 
January 9 when an unknown 
number of Vietnamese boat l people 
landed at Kra Island, about 50 km. 



William Douglas 

Justice Douglas 
dies at 81 

WASHINGTON (AP). — William 
Douglas, the former Supreme Court 
Justice who championed the right to 
dissent and exercised it often 
himself during 36 years on the 
bench, died yesterday. He was 81. 

Douglas retired from the court in 
November 1975, after serving 
longer than any other Justice In 
history. 

A lifelong outdoorsman and 
hiker, he had been confined to a 
wheelchair by a stroke which he 
suffered in December 1974. 

Douglas was appointed to the 
court by President Franklin 
Roosevelt and in April 1939 was 
sworn in at the age of 40. 

Off the bench, be was a con- 
troversial figure. His admirers 
pushed him for the presidency. His 
detractors tried to Impeach him. 

On the bench, he was the court's 
all-time champion dissenter and a 
stout foe of any kind of censorship, 
whether of opinions or of alleged 
obscenity. 

"The human race has been 
obscene from the beginning,” he 
once said. "To get into this field, I 
think. Is a great mistake."

U.S. reprisals boost influence of Russian chauvinists

MOSCOW. — President Jimmy 
Carter's reprisals against the 
Soviet Union for Invading 
Afghanistan seem sure to Increase 
the influence over life here of 
RussophUe chauvinists In the Com- 
munist Party who have always 
warned that expanded Western’ con- 
tacts brought by detente could cor- 
rupt the Soviet masses. 

This is the judgment of Western 
observer* long familiar with the 
tortured Inner life of totalitarian 
Russia and of Moscow intellectuals 
as well. Even as they applaud the 
president's response to the Kremlin 
for Its intervention, these adven- 
turesome Soviets are certain his ac- 
tions have unleashed the "darkest 
side of Ideology as one Soviet 
citizen put it. 

In the eyes of Russian and 
Western sources, every Carter 
reprisal, from embargo of grain to 
cutback of scientific exchanges, to 
cancellation of trade. Ironically 
adds power to hardline ideological 
voices in the Inner councils of the 
ruling Communist Party Central 
Committee. "We back Carter 
because Soviet aggression must not 
be tolerated," said one elderly sur- 
vivor of Stalin's camps who has fac- 
ed Intermittent secret police 
harassment for his outspoken ways. 
"But wc know what It means for 
us." 


There Is persuasive evidence that 
this man and others who make 
similar grim forecasts will be 
proven right. Most here who have 
commented in recent days on the 
complex question think the party- 
will rely upon time-proven methods 
of repression, and xenophobic* 
chauvinistic propaganda to turn the 
reprisals to Its Internal advantage. 

With complete control of all 
media, the party has at Its hands 
powerful means to influence the at- 
titudes of the USSR's 263 million 
citizens. Already. Soviet television 
news shows have been converted to 
Virtually non-stop anti-American 
programming, not seen here since 
the pre-detente years. 

The internal conditions are at 
hand tor hardline zealots to 
strengthen their voices In the af- 
fairs of party and people, created In 
part by the unusual access to 
Western goods and "corruptive 
bourgeois" Western ways of think- 
ing that came with the expanded 
trade and cultural ties of the 
detente era of the 1970*. 

For 03 years. Communist Party 
doctrine and propaganda have hon- 
ed and limited the Instincts of this 
country's rulers and people Into two 
fixed points in a turbulent world: 
solf-sacrificc and Ideological 
vigilance to preserve the embattled 
Soviet state, and the eventual 
triumph of communism throughout 
the globe. 


While detente brought a sense of 
political accommodation with the 
West and greatly expanded con- 
tacts. the Soviets barely relaxed 
their Internal controls, warning 
their people repeatedly to beware 
the taint of corruptive bourgeois 
ideas, watching carefully for un- 
authorized friendships, stifling dis- 
senters. 

Nevertheless* Ideological fervour 
sagged noticeably during those 
years. The West hailed this as 
evidence of the liberalizing Impact 
of trade, cultural exchanges, 
tourism and oommiuifcatfons. but 
the Soviet leadership sent many 
signals in recent years of alarm and 
dismay. Last year alone there were 
major directives from the party for 
Increased Ideological fervour and 
eradication of crime. ' 

That these Ideological concepts 
reflect historic traditions of 
totalitarian .government. 
Slavophile fear of outsiders and 
Russian expansionist aspirations 
has fascinated Western students of 
the Soviet state since its founding. 
But the historic roots of Communist 
Ideology make It no less potent to- 
day than during the early days of 
the revolution. The Central Com- 
mittee edict on Ideology of last May 
6 gives the flavour of this fire-and- 
brimslonc preaching: 

*‘Ii is nocouary to act in a most 
resniulo way to oxposo tho Im- 
perialist advocates of the Cold War, 


the exacerbation of international 
tension and the arms race ... to dis- 
close the anti-popular. Inhumane 
essence of preseat-day capitalism, 
the predatory nature of 
neocoionlalist policy and the true 
face of the hypocritical defenders of 
*rights a and 'freedoms'... 

The Soviet people are now bring 
told that President Carter is ah ad- 
vocate of Cold War, that U.8. and 
Chinese imperialists sought to un- 
dermine fraternal Marxist 
Afghanistan, and that the grain em- 
bargo unmasks capitalism's in- 
human nature. And the propagan- 
dists ore recalling the years when 
Western powers sought to unhonw 
the communists by economic sanc- 
tion xnd blockade of the "socialist 
fatherland." 

The grain embargo provides an 
example of the effoete of the 
American reprisals Inside the coun*- 
try. Many chauvinistic Rimophnes 
have sharpened their private 
criticism over the ’years of the 
leadership’s willingness to trade 
Russia's precious raw materials 
like gold and oil for bard currency 
to buy grain and technology in fife'. 
West. 

‘There may be several difficult 
years ahead for the USSR, but we 
must guarantee our own production 
Of agriculture,” commented one

But the Iranians, 
with their long, pre-Ialamlc tradi- 
tion of fine arts, discarded that In- 
terpretation centuries ago. 

Today, Iran Is festooned with 
millions of paintings and 
photographs of Khomeini — 
something a devout Saudi finds as 
heretical as a conservative Catholic 
would find rook and roll music be- 
ing played at an ecumenical mass. 

And while Khomeini's orthodoxy 
offends Moslems who believe in 
■ separation of church and state In 
countries like Turkey and Egypt, 
the Ayatollah's emphasis on social 
and economic equality disturbs the 
conservatives. 

Has the Islamic revolution had a 
domino effect anywhere? Judging 
from visits made to a number of 
Iran’s Moslem neighbours, few 
believe Khomeini' a revolution 
provides a useful model for their 
countries. As one prominent 
Turkish politician recently 
remarked: “Even If Khomeini < 
were giving away Islamic revolu- 
tion free, he would not find many 
takers among us Turks." 

There have been suggestions that 
Turkey might be the next Middle 
East country moat likely to be "the 
next Iran,” but after extensive 
travels in Turkey one can confirm 
that politician's view. 

Turkey has severe problems, as 
many of Iran's neighbours do. But 
even those Turks who want 
revolutionary change tend toward, 
extreme right — and left — 
Ideologies deriving from Marxism 
and Fascism, not Islam, As for 
Turkey's disaffected minorities. 
Khomeini's internal policies have 
destroyed whatever appeal the 
Islamic revolution might have had 
for them. One sees signs reading 
“Killer Khomeini" In Kurdish 
villages all over eastern Turkey, 

When Yasser Arafat, chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion iPLOJ , made a visit to Teheran 
shortly after the Shah fell, some 
feared a volatile fusion of Palesti- 
nian terrorism, IfA»lan 
petrodollars and Islamic faith. But 
while the Palestinians are delighted 
at Iran's repudiation of the Shah's 
pro-Xsraell policies, PLO officials, 
especially the leftists, make It clear 
they do not see Khomeini's policies 
as relevant models for economic or 
polltieal development. 


“When you are as big and rich as 
Iran.” one PLO official observed, 
"maybe you can act out Koranic 
fantasies. When you are weak and 
poor, you have to be realistic. AU 
we want la a secular state of our 
own, like everybody else, not the 
kingdom of God on earth.” 

Iran's two eastern neighbours — 
Afghanistan and Pakistan — were 
deeply divided long before the Shah 
fell. Pakistan's military ruler. 
General Zla-ul Hag. has attempted 
to use Islam to provide a sense of 
unity and purpose. But Pakistan in 
no sense has undergone an Islamic 
revolution; power remains firmly 
in the hands of the military — not 
the Moslem laity or clergy, aa in 
Iran. 

In Afghanistan, the Soviet- 
supported, left-wing government is 
in deep trouble with the country's 
conservative and fiercely Indepen- 
dent tribesmen, but not because of 
Iran. Afghan guerillas are all Sun- 
nis — and they are rebelling against 
the Soviet invasion as well as 
against social programmes, rang- 
ing from sweeping land reform to 
the elimination of feudal privilege. 

Iran's Islamic revolution, In fact, 
has had a significant effect in only 
one other nation so far — Iraq^the 
only other country where Shi a* 
form a substantial part of the pop- 
ulation. 

But whatever hopes the Islamic 
revolution had aroused among 
Iraq's Shi as and discontented 
minorities by now have been crush- 
ed — not only by Khomeini, but by 
Iraq’s own repressive government. * 
Iraq's president Saddam Hussein 
executed virtually the entire Shia 
wing of Me own B aat h lat party. In , 
the course of what resembled an In- : 
temal power struggle much more ! 
than an attempted religious revolu- j 
tion. 

Iran's Islamic revolution . has 
been contained, then, by Iran's dis- 
tinct national characteristics. 

The major beneficiary of this cur- 
tailment outside Iran la Russia, for 
which a spreading Islamic revolu- 
tion could have created a threat 
much more immense than any it 
posed either to its other neighbours 
or to the United Btates. Six of the 
Soviet Union's 16 republics have 
majority Moslem populations and 
one of them — Aserbsljan — hat a 
majority Shla population. 

But Khomeini's failure to grant 
autonomy to Iran's Turkoman 
minority has limited whatever 
appeal the Islamic revolution might 
have had In Central Asia. And In 
Russia the wlne-drlnklng, 
secularised Soviet Azerbaijanis, 
who enjoy mixed bathing on their 
own Caspian beaches, seem unim- 
pressed by Khomeini's purltanlsm. 

Iran, in the end, has not had an 
Islamic revolution so much as it has 
had an "Iranian Shla revolution." 
Using the Koran, ' Khomeini has 
wound up demonstrating what 
others did with the Bill of Rights 
And the collective works of Karl 
Marx — that while the philosophers 
proposo, nationalism disposes, 
remaining the single most powerful 
force In tho world today. (Gemini) 
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cultural, art and sports activities.

• The civil service commissioner 
will be responsible for employees of 
the Administrative Council in the 
following matters: 

1 . Establishment for the council's 
divisions; 

2. Salaries and terms of 
employment; 

8. Employing and dismissing 
workers; 

4. Ongoing handling of all 
employee affairs. 

This section will, Inter alia, 
supervise work and organisational 
arrangements of the employees, 
and will define their powers, their 
duties, their rights and obligations. 

• The Official Publications Sec- 
tion will plan, carry out and publish 
the official publications of the Ad- ! 
mlnlatrative Council and the 
various divisions. Thus, for exam- 
ple. the Section will publish 
regulations issued by the council 
and the by-laws of tbe looal 
authorities, the various an- 
nouncements of divisions of the . 
council, s&ch as trademarks, 
patents, designs, companies, etc. 

• The Archivss will be responsible 
for the following areas:

In spite of having no competitive 
play in Australia since last 
September — the new season starts 
there next month — the "Mac- 
caroos” gave a scintillating exhibi- 
tion of open rugby against op- 
ponents who clearly lacked cohe- 
sion.

visitors' success was based on an 
impressive team effort.

linesmen. The Combined Univer- 
sities. captained by fly-half 
Lawrence Wolpert. comprised 
players of the Hebrew and Tel Aviv 
university clubs, representing 
settlers from no less than seven 
countries plus sabra Yaron Drori at 
prop. The hosts were best served by 
Wolpert. Alan Omsky at full-back 
and forwards Gary Klugman and 
Peter Fuchs. With the three- 
quarters sadly lacking the penetra- 
tion in which their opponents excell- 
ed. the nearest the Israelis came to 
scoring was when centre Barry 
Kanpol hit the crossbar with an 
attempted drop goal.

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Defence budget confusion 


IF THERE IS one section of the state budget on which clarity 
and unanimity should be easy to secure. It would seem to be the 
section dealing with defence. In fact, the defence budget 1 b to- 
day the source of the most frightful confusion. 

The point was made by Opposition leader Shimon Feres in the 
Knesset Tuesday morning. Relying on newspaper reports, he | 
noted the worrisome discrepancy between the government's 
warnings of war looming ha the north, and the apparent decision 
to reduce foreign procurements next year by a total of 5600 m. I 

Denials dutifully followed, but they only compounded the con- 
fusion. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman rushed to announce that the 
alleged cut was but a figment of some newsmen's Imagination. 
Hours later, however, sources — meaning unnamed officials — 
in the defence ministry admitted that the cut was indeed to be 
expected, but insisted that it would not have any, so to speak, 
unfavourable impact on arms purchases In the coming fiscal 
year. 

The following day a report — not official, but wholly reliable 
— was out that the defence ministry had put off a final decision 
on the next-generation fighter plane for the air force. At roughly 
the same time the news came out that a U.S. mission formed to 
discuss this very Issue with Israeli officials was due here next 
week. 

This is becoming standard operating procedure. One day the 
country is assured by the defence minister that any further bite 
into the military budget will badly hurt Israel’s deterrent 
posture, and the following day he confidently states that a 
5400m. cut in the local "free dollar" allocation will not affect the 
overall level of preparedness. 

In the meantime army sources are serving notice that certain 
items have already been drastically cut due to financial con- 
straints, and that local defence production lines active for 20 
years may have to be closed down for the same reason. They 
say that further slashes will cut away not any "fat" but "raw 
flesh." 

Differences of opinion, even among experts, about the 
necessary level of military expenditures are, needless to say, 
entirely legitimate. 

Opposing schools, services, and even interest groups, will 
always compete for the national defence cake. Their claims, 
however well argued, need not always be taken at face value. 
Few generals will ever willingly do with less money than the 
maximum they can get. 

But it is the duty of the nation's leadership to formulate a 
clear conception of vital requirements, devise a scale of 
priorities — and decide where cuts may or may not be permissi- 
ble. 

At the moment, the faction&lized leadership does not seem to 
know its own mind. It cannot think straight, and it is unable to 
talk sense to the people. This in itself is a clear and present 
danger to the nation's capacity to deter aggression, and to 
rebuff it if it is launched. 


Conflict over citrus 


.-THE HIGH COURT ia expected to deliver its verdict in the com- 
ing days bn the citrus growers' claim that the sales contracts 
they concluded with the citrus-processing factories are valid, 
and should not be superseded by the Industry and Trade 
Minister’s order. 

Behind the legal tussle, whose issue the judges will decide, 
there is a problem of economic policy that can legitimately be 
debated. The Minister, Gideon Patt, gazetted his order because 
he considers that the free-market system does not work 
satisfactorily in this particular case. Though a member of the 
Liberal party, he believes the government should lay down 
quotas — how much fruit should be delivered to each factory — 
and fix prices. 

There was talk of a counter-order to be signed by the Minister 
of Agriculture, Ariel Sharon, reversing Pott’s decision; but it 
never came to that. Yet Mr. Sharon, as might be expected, sides 
with the farmers. Is he protecting the freedom to trade? 

He would have had a case five years ago, when close to half 
the country’s citrus crop, unsold abroad, was offered to the fac- 
tories as culls. Now the surplus has dropped — owing to better- 
openings in the export market — by a third to 460,000 tons, which 
is some 150,000 tons short of what the citrus-products industry 
needs. This gives grove-owners the whip hand. 

. Not that they are demanding excessive prices. The new tariff 


fixed by officials in .the Palace building in Jerusalem is not 
noticeably lower than the average negotiated prices; but the 


distribution system will be different. Some of the citrus-packing 
houses — Par dess, Yachin — possess their own factories and 
had kept them fully supplied, leaving others high and dry. The 
government makes sure that each gets a fair share. 

Government intervention could be stopped and competitive 
conditions restored — if the factories (those that do not belong 
to the fruit suppliers) were allowed to grow their own citrus. 
There would be a cost advantage in that. Ail the oranges and 
grapefruit in Israel are designed for the fresh produce market. 
Jam factories do not need perfectly oval fruit with unmarked 
skins. What they require could be cultivated more cheaply if 
land were provided for planting the trees, and water appor- 
tioned for Irrigating them. 

Unfortunately the Ministry of Agriculture Is unable to supply 
either the land or the water for such a project, both of which are 
in short supply. It is not clear whether its priorities are right; 
whether, to take an example, land and water are better 
employed In nurturing flowers for export than they would be In 
providing the extra 150,000 tons of citrus. 

Whatever the answer, it Is wiser to let the authorities control 
the marketing process, as long as these shortages persist. 
Freedom to trade is desirable in principle, but even the coun- 
try’s agriculturalists do not find it convenient every time; as 
poultry farmers, now clamouring for a government ban on the 
Import of frozen beef, will testify. 
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ONE OF THE -MORE worrisome 
aspects of the super-power crisis 
over the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan is the evidence of 
enslavement to illusions at the 
highest levels of the U.S. ad- 
ministration. 

President Carter went on televi- 
sion to confess that his view of the 
Soviet Union had been fundamen- 
tally changed by the duplicity 
shown by Soviet President 
Brezhnev in a hot-line exchange 
between the two over the invasion. 

It is possible, of course, that Mr. 
Carter's virtually calling Mr. 
Brezhnev a liar is a calculated part 
of the former's re-election strategy. 
It has certainly not been lost on Mr. 
Carter and his campaign planners 
that what seemed to be a hopeless 
position in the public opinion polls 
was reversed virtually overnight to 
.the president's advantage by the 
American public’s reaction to the 
challenge posed by Khomeiniam in 
Iran. Certainly. Mr. Carter's 
muscle-flexing In the face of a new- 
ly emergent Ivan the Terrible, 
could only help to create a brave 
new image for one of the weakest 
and most confused presidencies of 
the past half century.

been so busy providing services 
that* they have become the 
mouthpiece and spokesmen for the 
aged. They never had the vision to 
organize the aged, and today, 
despite many successes, the voice 
of the professionals ia of relatively 
minor influence In a country where 
political and economic decisions 
are moulded by organized interest 
groups. 

Even the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, which has orchestrated the 
creation of dozens of local 
“Associations for the Aged," did 
not Include client representation as 
a criterion for membership In these 
planning and funding bodies. 
Consequently, the associations are 
composed mostly of represen- 
tatives of agencies serving the ag- 
ed, and primarily municipal and 
government officials. 

The JDC would do well to Invest 
some of its funds In grass-roots 
organization of the elderly. Skilled 
community organizers could begin 
seeking leaders among members of 
goiden-age clubs, immigrant and 
landsmanshaften groups, ; pen- 
sioners, and residents of homes for 


desirous of transmigration to 
Palestine or elsewhere. 

As Dr. Porush rightly pointed out 
in his book, “The House of Israel,", 
the Jewish community and its 
various officers were very helpful, 
first In Sydney and then In 
Melbourne. Only at a much later 
stage did the Zionist Federation of 
Australia, at my urging, make 
great efforts to help in the alloca- 
tion of certificates and then Mr. 
Patkin was acting as one of the of- 
ficials and nothing more. 

Mr. Patkin tries to slander me by 
asserting that “Rabbi Blumenthal 
misled the Jewish Community and 
the internees" by stating that no 
help would be forthcoming. 
Needless to say, this is not true and 
in complete contradiction to the 
facts. Patkln's attempted self- 
glorification is not taken seriously 
in Australia, where the Dunera 
case was amply written about quite 
some time ago. Thus, your 
reviewer was right to suspect the 
tendentiousness and failure of this 
attempted chronicle.
